This  is  the  size  we 
always  plant  and  we  recommend  this  for  general 
planting,  both  as  to  the  desirability  of  its  low 
cost  and  the  results  obtained. 

2d  Size,  One-Year  Roots — This  is  a 1st  size  divided 
root  of  two  to  five  eyes  planted  and  grown  for 
one  year,  then  dug  and  sold  you  as  it  comes  from 
the  ground. 

3d  Size,  Two-Year  Roots — This  is  the  2d  size  left  in 
the  ground  one  year  longer  and  sold  you  as  it 
comes  from  the  soil. 

4th  Size,  Three-Year  Roots — This  is  the  3d  size  left 
in  the  ground  one  year  longer  and  sold  you  as  it 
comes  from  the  soil.
